"Whence hath this man thin wisdom, 
and these mighty work*?

. Damage* for lilad were claimed by 
Dr. Kingsbury. of Btockpolo, ugaiuat n 
j medical journal which had charged him 
j with conduct “wholly incompatible with 
the dignity and honor uf the profes- 
j c.ion.” and held him tip to “medical rep* 
robution" for allowing Mtnadf to be ml* 
vert will ns the physician of two hydro- 
untide establishments. 

I For the plaintiff several uh*dical wit- 
nesaes expressed the opinion that he hcnl 
dooi mulling luipri'li^siwiuil. For the 
defence several eilu*r ineuilKTs of the 
profession took the opposite view, and 
it wok in the cross-examination of these 
two gentlemen tluit tin* fuu came in. 

The first of them was Sir D.vce Duck¬ 
worth. the plaintiff’s counsel put to 
him tin* fact that Sir B. W. Kriimurd- 
son was advertised as consulting phy¬ 
sician of an institution in la-icvatcr- 
shire. Sir Dyee disapproved of this. 
It was then poipte<V out that the wit¬ 
ness’s own name nud his private ad¬ 
dress appeared on the widely circulated 
! prospectus of an insurance company to 
j which lie tvns consulting physician. To 
j that Sir Dyee could see no objection. 

The next witness was Sir W. T. Kto- 
! kcr. lie was naked whaf he thought of 
! n uhvsician’s name am! address being 
I given in an insurance pros|M*ei«jL He 
said be thought it was wrong. So it 
will he «<*en that Sir I)yce Duckworth 
condemned Sir B. W. Richardson. Sir 
W. T. Stoker condemned Sir Dyee 
Duckworth, and both agreed iu ism- 
demning Dr. Kingsbury. 

Having impartially considered the 
tonflirting views an to medical etiquette 
with which the court was tluis fuvored, 
the jury <-nine to the conclusion that 
Dr. Kiugsbury’s professional cbiirncter 
has been unjustly nsiMTsed, and award¬ 
ed him £loO damages. 

It has always seemed to me tjrnt there 
is n jtood deal of hmnhng n.l*»ut tin* 
objections of the bigwigs of the medical 
world to advertising. Nearly all are 
guilty of the practice themselves, in 
one way or another, and some are on i 
eager for n newspaper puff ns the ver- j 
iest quack. What an interesting revela 1 - | 
tion then* would is*, for instance. if -the ' 
editors of our daily contemporaries were i 
p to dixdose the soiiret-s of the para- 
’grnnhs which appear whenever some 
moro .ir less distinguished personage i« , 
ill. and tin* name of his doctor can be ; 
insidiously given the bem*ffF of a little 
nuhlicity! But somehow tin- heads of 
the profession luive got hold of the idea 
that what tuny be right and proper, on j 
their part, tnuy be wrong and utipriiici 
nled on tin* part of litnnbler prnctition- J 
ers. I In- a tacks wiilch are made upon 
tl»e latter, whenever they are supposed to 
violate the proprieties of the profession 
by “advertising," will. however. be 
somewhat risky after tbi* Manchester ;
